“H is refusal to abide by the pro­ 
vision of the new constitution which

country 
brought 
about 
the 
recent 
revolt 
which was a studied affair. It was a 
w ell planned revolt that was m onths 
in preparation and term inated suc­ 
cessfully. 
“ De 
la 
Huerta, 
the 
provisional 
president, will prove a friend to the 
United 
States. 
He is governor of 
Sonora and it was in the state of 
Sonora, under his reign as governor, 
that efforts were made to protect 
Am ericans. He was educated in the 
United States and is an ardent sup­ 
porter of the American way. 
“I have said it before and have 
been severely criticised for the state- j 
m ent, but I’ll say again that Car- 1 
ranza was responsible for the U nit­ 
ed States going to war against Ger- j 
many. Carranza was the m ost power- 1 
ful German propagandist that work­ 
ed against this country. 
“Carranza told the Germans that 
the United States was a nation o f 
cowards and that they would not 
fight. So insistent was he in his con­ 
tention that Germany threw discre­ 
tion to the winds and heaped insult 
after insult upon the United States.
